By a vote of 92 to 13 the village 
on Tuesday approved a $20,000 bond 
issue to erect the fire station section 
of the new village hall. 

Bids will be sought again under a 
modified plan of construction. 

The referendum In which 107 bal- 
lots were east and only two spoiled,, 
is believed to be representative of 
the altitude of the village as a whole 
although the vote was not large. 

The S20.000 figure includes making 
the building in such a manner as to 
support an additional story when the 
village offices section is added. It 
means that the building is much 
more than an ordinary garage for fire 
equipment. 

The basement will be used for a 
recreation room and storage, and the 
first floor will have to be heavily 
supported for the big trucks. A 
heavy ceiling and roof becomes nec- 
essary for later additions, which will 
come at some future date with the 
rest of the hall. 

The walls will be set back so that 
a brick veneer can be added later.

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What Enterprise Can Accomplish «. 

According to the latest reports, the oil supply 
outlook for the coming winter is not entirely favorable. 
However, the industry has taken every possible step 
to meet the expected demand, and if the public will 
cooperate by adopting reasonable conservation mea- 
sures, nothing more serious than local and temporary 
difficulties are likely to be encountered. 

The gasoline supply problem, the reports state, 
has been pretty well solved. The most important cur- 
rent problem remains that of fuel oil. Certain un- 
predictable factors are involved here. If, for instance, 
the coming winter is abnormally cold, the situation 
will be more critical than is forecast. However, due to 
the industry's informational campaign in the Midwest 
and elsewhere, consumer tanks arc better filled than 
ever before at this time of year. That will relieve to 
some degree the strain on industry storage facilities. 

Dr. Robert E. Wilson, Chairman of Standard Oil 
Company of Indiana, made an interesting observation 
when he said: "Seldom has there been a better exam- 
ple of what individual enterprise can accomplish than 
has been shown in connection with the supply question. 
The competitive forces of the industry have concentra- 
ted on supplying each company's own customers al- 
most regardles of cost, whereas if a government edict 
had forced the pooling of all products, no company 
would have felt justified in incurring such costs un- 
less the government had adopted a gigantic reimburse- 
ment plan. ..." 4 

This* aggressive competitive spirit, coupled with 
the great development campaign now underway through- 
out the entire oil industry, is responsible for meeting 
an all-time record demand with a minimum of delays 

and shortages. 

* * » 

The Camel's Nose 

Speaking before an HEA membership at Semi- 
nole, Oklahoma, last August, Congressman Glen D, 
Johnson boldly opposed the expansion of the South- 
western Power Administration. "I want our farmers 
to have electricity." he said, "but don't want to see my 



nose in the tent ,lt wasn't long until the entire animal 
was inside and there was no room left for anyone else. 
Socialization of Industry always proceeds on precisely 
the same basis. Business after business is swallowed up, 
and eventually there's only room for the socialists. Free 
enterprise has been driven out. • 

There might be some excuse for government 
power if that were the only way the people could be 
adequately supplied. But the private companies, when 
not bedeviled by the threat of destruction, by tax- 
exempt government, have never failed to do the job. 
At the present time they are engaged in one of their 
most ambitious and costly expansion programs and 
farm electrification is at the top of the list. They sell 
service, under public regulation, at rates which seem ri- 
diculously low in the light of modern prices. And they 
are among the biggest and most dependable local and 
national taxpayers. 

We can't let part of the camel into the tent and 

expect the rest of him to remain quietly outside. The 

only way to prevent eventual complete socialization and 

regimentation of a nation's energies and resources is to 

block the camel's nose at the beginning. 

• • « 

The Health Question 

In one of his recent speeches, Senator Tart 
touched on the problem of medical care. He emphasized 
his complete opposition to socialization of medicine, 
and to government insurance schemes which would pro- 
fess to give "free" medical care to all the people. He 
then said that a percentage of the people are unable 
to pay for the service they need, and that here the 
government should fill the gap by appropriating funds 
to help state and county bodies meet the bills of the 
indigent.
